Iiijt he ,v(»:il(l n<<t losi^ tlu' liopc 
of dying for the liberty and indepeml 
ence of hia people. It pointi out that 
the war has the support of prartually 
all the people of the Philippines and 
declares that tlinugh luo Kili|.in.).s be 
deatroyed, 1,000 will rise up to support 
the light for independence. All of the 
islands of the archipelago, says the 
memorial, are supporling ttic war, inii 
they will not yield 'inLiI the last drop 
of Filipino blood has iieen shed. Tbe 
Filipino nation, the memorial con- 
liniie,s. iK.iiing in mind the hlatory of 
America and its humanitarian doc- 
trints asks the govcrnnienl of thf 
United Statea to "cease its persecution 
of men atruggUng to be freed; ctnig- 
gllng against greater odda and greater 
■wrongs thiin those which inspired the 
fathers of the i i|ii:blic. This we ask 
In tiie name of Washington, of Jetfer- 
•OD, of Lincoln, in the name of Justice 
and in tl e name of God eternal." The 
appeal dfclan.- that autonomy similar 
to that crajoyed by Canada or Australia 
would not be acceptable to the Fil- 
ipinos, «'bo desire full liberty and in- 
dei)endenre. and they urge tbe g''>v- 
ernment of the United States to give 
tbem liberty and independence. 

Wben tbe reading of the memorial 
had been concluded, Mr. Teller naked 
that It be printed as a document.

He was In favor of pro- 
moting inlerntate eommerce by every 
sort of legitimate improvement. What 
he complained of were the enormous, 
sums appropriated for "purely local" 
and state lmpn'>vements. Mr. Hepburn 
and W. A. Smith (Mich.) had a sharp 
exihange. in wliii li personalities were 
bandied back and forth. Many of Mr. 
Hepburn's criticisms were aimed at the 
large amount the state of Michigan 
will receive, and this aroused the re 
sentmcnt of Michigan members.

J 
and silver coins of the United State.<i 
To aecompllKb this the Overstreet o: : 
authorized the secretary of the irea^ 
ury to use the gold lesnrve f:iud :a 
tbe treasury, tuid tbe Levy bill au- 
thorised him to iaaue K per cent bonds 
Before the hearing Chairman Southard 
read a letter from John H Rho&des 
the chairinan of Itie liiiaiue coniiiiiitf-e 
of tbe New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, heartily indorsing the bill and 
urging its enactment at this session 
Mr l>evy (N. Y ), who was present to 
advocate his bill, created something 
of a sensation by stating that Mr. 
Bryan, the recent Democratic candi- 
date for president, had told him that 
If electeil jiresident, he would liml h 
way to pay obligations in silver. 

'Horace White said be assumed that 
'lo argument was necessary in support 
of the gold standard lie favored the 
Mill bill. .Mr. Shaforth of Colorado 
asked whether to niMlii silver and 
greenbacks exchangeable in gold did 
not in fact make them simply prom- 
ises to pay in gold "Certainly," re- 
plied Mr. White. 'Then you desire to 
impound J.'.oo.ooo.dou In silver and 
eventually dump Lbe silver on tbe 
country as bullion?" "Not at once, 
but gradually," rei)Iied Mr. White 
"We should do just what Germany has 
done. I think we would be lurky it we 
could get back half of what we paid for 
the silver." Questioned further, Mr. 
White said a failure of crops, anything 
which would greatly lessfii the de- 
mand for money, would send silver 
and ailver certificates uud«r tbe pres- 
ent law into the treasury and even- 
tually cause a disparity between the 
pidce of gold and silver, because of the 
governm^t'a liability to pay gold. Mr. 
Hill (Conn.) said that in hla opinion 
the two dangers which threaten the 
gold sandard are the greenliacks and 
silver. Of these two he considered the 
former the greater, but the country 
seems to think otherwise. He asked 
i'f Mr. White did not agree that much 
of the silver could be rt<oined Into 
subsidiary coin and the remainder 
made exchangeal)lc. Mr. White agreed 
to this proposition. 

Secretary Oago said the questioa In- 
volved in the bills before the commit- 
tee was simple. He agreed with Mr. 
White that in times of dullness or 
business depression the bankers and 
other holders of money In the centers 
of population would gradually with- 
hold gold and allow silver and silver 
certlflcates to pile up in the treasury 
through the payment of custom dues 
and taxes. If con g ree s failed to mike 
gold and silver exchangeable It im- 
plied a doubt as to whether they were 
at a parity. As long as this doubt ex- 
isted, no matter how aUgbt it might 
be. the bankers and holders of money 

rehised to take the risk. "Why should 
they talie the risk," he asked, "if you 
refuse to remove it? Why charge them 
with responaibiUtlea you will not 
take?" he asked, striking the table em- 
phatically. Se<'retary Gage said bis 
experience had taught him if a man 
showed the slightest Indinatiop to 
evade responsibility for enterprises be 
had undertaken he was hart In his 
community. It was the law Of life, 
said he. and it was a pretty good hiw. 
He saw no risk in the government re 
moving any doubt as to its policy. 

Mr. Cockran (Mo.) asked Mr. Gage 
K silver was to be made redeemable 
In gold, why it would inK be better, 
from the standpoint of eonnomy t« 
sell the silver and place It in tbe gold 
fund for redemption purposes.
